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It  has  been  the  custom  to  employ  as  teachers  residents 
of  your  town.  This  is  an  excellent  plan  when  you  have 
enough  teachers  for  the  schools  who  are  equal  or  superior 
as  teachers  to  those  whom  you  might  secure  elsewhere. 
You  have  some  very  excellent  teachers  and  the  town  ought 
to  retain  them  even  if  a  grading  of  prices  should  be  the 
outcome. 

I  would  .suggest  that  for  schools  No.  4  and  No.  7  at  least 
you  would  pay  the  teachers  7  00  per  week  and  reduce  the 
prices  previously  paid  for  teaching  No.  9  and  No.  2  as 
these  schools  are  very  small,  unless  the  money  appropri- 
ated can  be  so  wisely  expended  as  to  advance  the  price  for 
No.  4  and  No.  7  without  reducing  the  others. 

The  time  for  which  I  served  you  passed  without  any 
trouble  worth  mentioning  save  one  instance,  that  of  school 
No.  7  (an  explanation  is  not  necessary.)  We  find  that 
with  the  present  amount  raised  by  the  town  and  the  state 
fund  we  are  able  to  maintain  all  of  the  schools  thirty  weeks 
in  the  year.  We  found  that  the  readers,  arithmetics  and 
histories  were  so  completely  worn  out  that  new  ones  must 
be  purchased  and  so  your  entire  committee  thought  it  wise 
to  exchange,  hence  your  book  bills  for  this  year.  The 
schools  are  now  well  supplied  with  books.  Teachers 
ought  to  look  after  the  town's  property  and  see  that  it  is  well 
used. 

The  transportation  of  scholars  is  a  problem  with  which 
we  have  to  deal  that  leaves  us  open  to  much  criticism,  yet 
those  who  criticise  most  are  not  willing  to  carry  the  schol  - 
ars  for  the  prices  we  pay.  The  best  trade  that  can  be  made 
under  the  circumstances  is  the  only  thing  to  be  done.  The 
parents  in  most  districts  have  shown  themselves  much  in- 
terested by  visiting  the  schools.  This  encourages  both 
scholars  and  teachers.

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In  stepping  into  this  position  (by  appointment)  after  Mr. 
Varney  resigned,  I  have  but  little  to  say  as  I  had  compar- 
atively little  to  do,  the  old  teachers,  with  two  exceptions, 
having  been  retained  for  the  winter  schools,  and  those  two 
were  engaged  by  the  school  committee. 

I  visited  each  school  twice  and  found  no  reason  for  es- 
pecial criticism  and  would  not  hesitate  to  recommend  the 
employment  of  each  and  all  of  their  teachers  in  the  future. 

As  there  was  a  short  supply  of  arithmetics,  I  ordered  a 
few  also  some  writing  books  and  ink  and  crayons,  and 
right  here  I  would  emphasize  one  thing  Mr.  Varney  men- 
tioned about  teachers  caring  for  school  property  especially 
books.  I  notice  very  many  geographies,  new  last  year  en- 
tirely out  of  the  binding;  arithmetics,  new  this  year,  with 
loose  leaves  and  so  completely  defaced  with  pencil  marks 
that  they  would  hardly  be  suitable  to  turn  over  to  a 
successor,  and  I  hope  teachers  and  scholars  who  read  this 
report  will  remember  the  books  are  not  their  own  but  the 
property  of  the  town.  I  wish  some  steps  might  be  taken 
to  enlarge  school  house  lots  where  it  is  possible  to  get  the 
land  so  trees  might  be  set  out  and  not  be  too  close  to  the 
building.

Greeting  : 

In  the  name  of  the  State  of  Maine  you  are  hereby  re- 
quired to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  town 
of  Lyman,  qualified  by  law  to  vote  in  town  affairs,  to  assem- 
ble at  the  town  hall  at  Goodwin's  Mills  in  said  town  on  the 
tenth  day  of  March,  A.  D. ,  1902,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon,  to  act  on  the  following  articles,  to  wit: 

I.  To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  in  said  meeting. 

II.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  year  ensuing. 

III.  To  choose  three  Selectmen,  three  Assessors  and 
three  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  Treasurer,  Town  Agent,  Au- 
ditor, Road  Commissioner,  Collector  of  Taxes,  Constable, 
one  member  of  School  Committee  and  Superintendent  of 
Schools. 

IV.  To  choose  all  other  necessary  town  officers. 

V.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise  to 
repair  its  highways  and  bridges. 

VI.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  allow  a  discount  on 
all  taxes  paid  before  the  first  day  of  December. 

VII.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise  to 
defray  town  expenses. 

VIII.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise 
for  the  support  of  schools. 

IX.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise  to 
open  the  roads  in  winter. 

X.  So  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise  to 
repair  its  school  houses. 
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XI.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise  to 
decorate  soldiers'  graves. 

XII.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  on  the  pe- 
tition of  Ralph  Jellerson  and  others,  viz,  to  see  if  the  town 
will  vote  to  establish  a  public  library. 

XIII.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise  to 
establish  a  public  library. 

XIV.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  on  the  pe- 
tition of  Daniel  Chute  and  others,  viz,  to  see  if  the  town 
will  grant  them  a  school  house. 

XV.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  discontinue  the 
road  that  leads  to  what  was  formerly  the  Sylvester  Drown 
house  and  also  the  road  that  leads  from  the  Frost  road  by 
the  Jesse  Maddox  place.
